again. 
There are problems ahead of the- 


present crop that have never before 
been considered.- There is no foreign 
outlet, while the domestic trade is only 
just recovering from the effects of 
reckless overloading. The crop, if sta- 
tistics are of value, appears to be ad- 
justed to about normal home needs, 
with a modest margin for export. 


In view of his recent lesson, the do-

Tn any event, 
unless there are more 
serious 
crop 


losses in Kurope than have yet been 
recorded, there is no cause for anxiety 
duriuK the present crop year on the 
part of the importing countries. Sup- 
plies promise to be more than ample.

"Your Eminence," 
he : was asked 
"do you not think that this would be 


• an appropriate occasion .to send a mes- 
sage to the young men of the nation?' 


Tb.e .cardinal was silent a moment 
then' said: .'.""Perhaps it is. Pause so 
. that the subject may be an appropri- 
ate one. I would tell the young men of 
these United States to love their coun- 
try and cherlqh its greatness. I be- 
sbeak this with the same earnestness 
as I bespeak love and fear of God. 
. .'"Let more- young men. of education 
and virtuous Ideals glvo .themselves'to 
tie public service,..and if, .they do so 
with clean hearts and hands, the "preg- 
nant evils of government . must 
be 


eliminated. 
In serving your country 


you are serving. God. I have preachet 
1 this and written it again and'again. 


•"The better class of our citizens so 


often stand a)oof from practical poli- 
tics, and tho conduct 
of campaigns. 


One result of universal suffrage Is that 
elections very frequently turn upon 
the votes of that large class made up 
h'y the rougher and baser sort. As 1 
h'ave written in 'Our Christian Heri- 
tage,' -to Influence and organize this 
vote is the 'dirty work' of politics." 
Antagonism /for Divorce 
' In expressing his antagonism toward 
divorce, the cardinal said: 
: "Divorce is a canker which Is eat- 
ing Into the very vitals of our life. 
Society—our 
whole 
civilization—up- 
rears itself upon .the sanctity of tho 
home and the unity of the family. 
When you attack the family you at- 
tack government itself. And govern- 
ment to protect and perpetuate itself 
must expunge from its statutes the 
criminal, divorce laws, which the "best 
o.f our life abhors.

$75,000. will . purchase six - aeroplanes 
of the latest improves type- and will 
leave a, .balance for an additional sub- 
sidiary "equipment; that $75,000 iSj ap- 
proximately, three-fourths of the • cost 
of one 12-inch cannon; that the large- 
caliber guns • mounted at the various 
forts in tho United States, being sta- 
tionary, 'can' be badly damaged by a 
small torpedo dropped from a height 
of 50,0.feet; that although even at this 
day the aeroplane 'is yet. at its ex- 
perimental stage, it has already de- 
veloped such serious possibilities in its 
orrensive tactics as to make • impera-' 
tivc that the United States take advan- 
tage .of this economical and promising 
carrier; that it Is estimated that the 
government improved aeroplane, fully 
equipped to carry a necessary amount 
of ammunition.and a crew of three to 
five men, will not cost to exceed'$15,-

Congress to be Asked For Money 


For Six Aeroplanes 


WASHINGTON, July 
24.—Experi- 


ments to prove, the value of tho aero- 
plane . for war purposes, 
now 
belnf 


carried on by the U. S. governmenl 
under the auspices of the war and navj 
departments will he hurried through in 
time to enable Secretaries Dickinson 
and -Meyer to make formal reports to 
oongress and request an appropriation 
of $75,000 for the purchase of six aero- 
planes, to be assigned to a military 
and naval use. 
. 
Tabulated data now being prepared 


by the navy department shows that the 
aeroplane Is better than the submarine 
and that It is seven-tenths less dan- 
gerous to the crew, while its cost is 
about 
one-fifteenth 
of that 
of 
the 


submarine. 
- 
It was learned .yesterday that both 


officers had obtained verbal assur- 
ances from. Senator. George G. Perkins 
of California, chairman of the senate 
committee on naval affairs, and Con- 
gressman George Edmund Foss of Illi- 
nois, chairman of the house commutes 
on naval affairs, that such an appro- 
priation would be favorably .considered 
and approved by them if its request 
was accompanied by an official report 
showing.the possible advantages to be 
derived by the addition of the aero- 
planes to the army and navy. 


The clause in the message requesting 


tho appropriation will be substantially 
as..follows: 


"That the amount ashed, 
namely 


$75,000, will purchase six- aeroplanes 
. of the latest improved type and will 
leave a balance for an additional sub- 
sidiary equipment! that $75,000 is, ap- 
proximately, three-fourths of the cost 
of one 12-Inch cannon; that the large- 
caliber guns mounted at the various 
forts In the United States, being sta- 
tionary, can be badly damaged by a 
small torpedo dropped from a height 
of 500 feet; that although even at this 
day the aeroplane Is yet at Its ex- 
perimental • stage, it has already de- 
veloped such serious possibilities in its 
offensive tactics as to make impera- 
tive that the United States take advan- 
tage of this economical and promising 
carrier; that It Is estimated that the 
government improved aeroplane, fully 
equipped to carry a necessary amount 
of ammunition and a crew of three to 
five men, 
will not cost to exceed 515,-

THE 
BUREAU 
OF 
MINES 


The law establishing a new bureau of mines went into effect this month, 


and the bureau is now at work looking into the causes of accidents with a 
view-to adopting preventive measures. There is no doubt whatever that 
there is great need for such a movement. A Bureau of Mines can accom- 
plish.a great deal of good by more rigorous inspection, by stricter regula- 
tions and by insisting that the miners shall be properly protected while at 
work. It will be the function of the bureau also to pnss upon the quality 
of explosives used in coal mining as these are sometimes responsible for 
disasters. The vast number of miners killed in our American mines reflects 
upon the vigilance of our officials. 
In no oiher country am the mining 


fatalities nearly so great as in this. The reason is that the operatives 
think only of production and do not take 
sufficient 
precaution 
against 


accidents.

The-cardinal was silent a moment, 


Pause so 
that the subject may be an appropri- 
ate one.. I would tell tho young men of 
these United States to love their coun- 
try and cherish' its greatness. I he- 
speak this with the same earnestness 
as I bespeak love and fear of God. 


"Let more young men of education 
and virtuous ideals give themselves to 
the public service, and if they do ao 
with clean hearts and hands, the preg- 
nant evils of government 
must- bp 
eliminated. 
In serving your country 


you are serving God. I have preached 
this and written it again and again. 
"The better class of our citizens so 


often stand aloof from practical poli- 


• tics and the conduct 
of 
campaigns. 


One result of universal suffrage is that 
elections very frequently turn upon 
the votes of that large class made, up 
by the rougher and baser sort. As 1 
have written in 'Our Christian Heri- 
tngc,' to influence and organize 
this 


vote is the 'dirty work', of politics." 


Antagonism for Divorce 


In expressing his antagonism toward 


divorce, the cardinal said: 
"Divorce is a canker which is eat- 
ing into the very vitals of our life. 
Society—our 
whole 
civilization-—up- 
rears Itself upon the sanctity of thn 
home and the'unity of the family. 
When you attack the family you at- 
tack government Itself. And govern- 
ment to protect and perpetuate itself 
must expunge from its statutes the 
criminal divorce laws, which the best 
of our life abhors.
